A North Quincy senior 
hockey captain left nearly 
paralyzed after a serious 
neck injury during a game 
earlier this month is doing 
well and “exceeding ex- 
pectations” in his recovery, 
his mom told The Sun this 
week. 

Connor Kulig sustained 
a severe neck injury in the 


Red Raiders’ Jan. 8th game 
against Scituate at Hobo- 
mock Ice Arena in Pem- 
broke. The 17-year-old 
forward was checked by 
a Scituate’ opponent as he 
crossed the red line tum- 
bling head and neck first 
into the boards in front of 
the North Quincy bench. 
The impact fractured and 
dislocated Connor’s cervi- 


cal vertebrae. The force also 
moved his spine, dissecting 
his vertebral artery. 

After being rushed to 
Children’s Hospital in Bos- 
ton, Connor 
nearly five hours of surgery 
to repair his spine. He was 
soon making miraculous 
progress as movement of his 
extremities returned little 
by little. One week later, he

Construction of a mixed- 
use development on the 
Ross Lot in Quincy Center 
could begin this year, Mayor 
Thomas Koch said in a re-, 
cent inteview. 

The City Council in June 
2019 approved a Jand dis- 
position agreement with 
Quincy-based FoxRock 
Properties, granting the 
company a portion of _the 
municipally owned lot 
for the development. The 
project would also be con- 
structed on the land at 77 
Parkingway, home to what 
is sometimes known as the 
Commonwealth building, 
which FoxRock previously 
purchased. 

Koch, in an interview 
last week, said the demoli- 
tion of that building is im-

in December 2018; he suc- 
ceeded Joseph Barron, who 
had been the chief for 10 
years. 

Jackson, one of five dep- 
uty chiefs within the depart- 
ment, was previously named 
acting chief in July 2018 af- 
ter Barron’s retirement and 
led the department in that 
capacity until Cadegan’s 
appointment in December 
of that year. Mayor Thomas 
Koch, who is responsible 
for appointing a new fire 
chief, said Jackson would 
once again take on the role 
of acting chief after Cade- 
gan retires. 

“I’m going to name Joe 
(Jackson) the interim (fire 
chief),” Koch said in a re- 
cent interview. “He’s the 
administrative deputy. He’s 
there every day doing it, 
so why would I do some- 
thing different? It doesn’t 
make sense. Part of the role 
in that job of being the ad- 
ministrative deputy working 
with the chief every day, is 
when the chief is out, you’re 
running the operation. The 
other deputies are all in sup- 
pression.” 

Koch said he has asked 
Patricia McGowan, _ the 
city’s director of human re- 
sources, to look into options 
to hire a new fire chief. The 
mayor said an assessment 
center would most likely be 
brought in to vet potential 
candidates; the same pro- 
cess was used in 2018 to se- 
lect Barron’s successor. 

“T’ve had my HR director 
looking into my options. I’m 
pretty sure it’s going to be 
an assessment center again,” 
Koch said. ““We pick an as- 
sessment center that Civil 


Service sanctions and then 
there is a process. There 
would have to be interviews 
set up — some written, some 
oral. They run scenarios by 
the candidates.” 

Koch said he would like 
to promote from within the 
department. 

“I think we’ve got some 
capable people there,” he 
Stated. 

The search will be ini- 
tially open to the deputies 
within the department, the 
mayor said. The depart- 
ment’s 14 captains would be 
given a shot at the position 
if not enough deputies are 
interested in the promotion. 

“IT think I would fol- 
low the spirit of how Civil 
Service works, so if there 
weren't enough deputies 
interested, we could open it 
up to the captains that were. 
But, if there are enough 
deputies interested, I don’t 
think we would have to go 
through that,” Koch said. 

There is no timetable for 
how long the appointment 
process will take, the mayor 
added. 

Koch said Cadegan was 

loved and respected by the 
department’s firefighters. 
_ “He was a very low-key, 
quiet guy, who went up 
through the ranks very qui- 
etly, but I saw nothing but 
tremendous respect from 
him by all the guys. He was 
a very thoughtful — very ca- 
pable of course, he wouldn’t 
be there if he wasn’t — but 
a very thoughtful, very fair- 
minded guy. I was quite 
impressed,” Koch said of 
Cadegan. 

“I knew Jack Cadegan 
over the years, not so much 
‘in his professional status. 
He is also a very good car- 


penter on the side and he’s a 
good friend of my cousin’s, 
went to high school with my 
brother Joe. I didn’t know 
him on the professional lev- 
el until he got further in the 
ranks. 

“I’m sad to see him go,” 
Koch continued. “He was 
a great stabilizing force 
there. The guys loved him, 
respected him, and he did a 
great job. 

“I'll give you an exam- 
ple. After that Newport Ave 
fire, I got a note from him 
thanking me for all we've 
done for the department, 
because that fire would have 
been a lot worse if did not 
have manpower we did as 
quick as we did. Who does 
that? He’s quite a guy and I 
wish him well.” 

In addition to searching 
for a new fire chief, Koch 
said the city is in the process 
of hiring new police officers 
and firefighters. The city 
is looking to hire roughly 
16 new police officers to 
fill current and anticipated 
vacancies caused by retire- 
ments and could hire some 
30 firefighters, including 16 
to fill new positions funded 
by a federal grant and the 
remainder to take vacant po- 
sitions. 


“We're going through . 


that process as we speak 
— the hiring process,” the 
mayor said. “We got the 
federal grant, of course, 
with the fire [department] 
and we’ve got a lot of guys 
retiring, so we’re going to 
be putting a significant num- 
ber of men on the fire side. 
Police, we’ve got a signifi- 
cant number retiring - some 
planned, some unplanned.” 

“One of the challenges 
keeping up the staffing is 


constantly filling these,” 
Koch added. “It takes so 
much time from the time of 
the exam, the background 
checks, the physicals, the 
psychologicals, then the 
academy. You have to wait 


for the academy and then- 


they go through x amounts 
of weeks of academy. It’s 
like a haif a year anyway 
before the person. hits the 
streets. 

“So, I’m more inclined 
to go a little heavier because 
you don’t know who else is 
going to be getting out, be- 
cause we’re always chasing 
our tails filling vacancies. 

“The police chief...he’s 
had conversations with me. 
He’d like to get the patrol- 
men number up a little in the 
new budget, so we’ll look at 
that.” 

The Fire Department 
now has a full complement 
of firefighters, the mayor 
added, which is critical 
when responding to emer- 
gencies. 

“The good thing is we 
are maintaining for the first 
time in decades a full com- 
plement on the fire [depart- 
ment]. All of the pieces are 
in. Rescue [1] is fully in,” 
Koch said. : 

“I’m the mayor, the ad- 
min, the CEO — everyone 
wants more all the time... 
but. the reality is, with the 
fire service, when they are 
responding, it matters with 
the amount of manpower 
they have, the. equipment 
they have, as soon as they 
get there. Minutes matter 
— seconds matter when it 
comes to dealing with emer- 
gencies like that, so, that 
note meant a lot to me from 
the chief, because it matters 
on that stuff.”

The City Council re- 
cently passed Council Order 
2019-125 which bans single 
use plastic bags, which will 
have a positive environ- 
mental impact on the City. 
A recent effort by QCAN, 
a purportedly pro-environ- 
mental lobbying group, has 
criticized the Council Order 
as-being destructive to the 
environment because the 
measure did not also ban pa- 
per bags, and are lobbying 
for an amendment to do so. 

I appreciate their position 
on this matter, but I respect- 
fully disagree. Here is why I 
will not support a paper bag 
ban or a ban on flatulence. 

I voted to ban plastic 
bags for the following rea- 
sons: 

1) They pollute, our land 
and ocean. A great variety of 
animals, land and especially 
marine, can choke to death 
on bags after mistaking 
them for food, experiencing 
much pain and distress, As a 
coastal community we have 
an obligation to help pro- 
tect the ocean. If swallowed 


whole, animals may ‘not be. bag’ it paust be Feused.ov 


able to digest real food and 
die a slow death from star- 
vation or infection. Plastic 
bags are a highly visible, 
ugly component of litter. 

2) Plastic bags are typi- 
cally used for a short period 
of time, but take hundreds of 
years to break down in land- 
fill. While plastic bags can 
be recycled, only a tiny pro- 
portion of plastic bags are 
collected and reprocessed. 
Plastic micro-fibers have 
been found in human tissue 
as a result of leaching into 
our water supply and food 
sources. These bags are also 
made from fossil fuels. 

Paper bags, meanwhile, 
are starch-based, biodegrad- 
able (or ‘compostable’), and 
consume less than one-third 
of the energy to produce 
than its plastic alternatives. 
Unlike single use plastic 
bags, biodegradable bags 
will completely breakdown. 
QCAN would have the en- 
tire City using reusable 
bags, but remember, to get 
the full greenhouse gas ben- 
efit from a reusable ‘green

100 times. Most of these 
bags also do not easy break- 
down in nature. 

While I appreciate 
QCAN’s sentiment, I do not 
believe they are providing 
full and accurate informa- 
tion about this matter. Ban- 
ning plastic bags is a good 
thing, QCAN indicating that 
the City Council has made 
the environment consider- 
ably worse is a farce. Liv- 
ing by your own Set of facts 
may work in Washington, 
but I don’t think it flies in 
Quincy. QCAN has taken 
an extreme position that the 
only good policy is an abso- 
lute one that ignores many 
of the ancillary negative 
consequences a paper bag 
ban would bring. 

Next perhaps, they will 
seek to have flatulence 
banned in Quincy. After

If you, your kids, or any- 
one else in your household 
has stinky feet, the stench 
can cause the whole family 
to block their noses. But, 
why is it that some feet 
smell so much worse than 
others? 

The truth is that foot odor 
doesn’t really originate from 
the feet. The smell comes 
from the bacteria that reside 
on those feet and in the dirty 
socks and grimy shoes that 
cover them. Those bacte- 
ria get rid of waste just like 
people do. And it’s the waste 
that smells so unpleasant. 
When feet sweat profusely, 
they can play host to some 
extra-smelly bacteria. 


If your feet reek, it may 
no consolation to know that 
foot odor is rarely a sign of 
a health problem. It’s still 
unpleasant and embarrass- 
ing. Fortunately, there are 
ways to get rid of the germs 
and that awful odor. As a 
matter of fact, anything that 
stops your feet and shoes 
from developing, into breed- 
ing grounds for bacteria will 
help. 

There are a variety of 
things you can do to help 
keep your feet odor-free. 

1. Keep them clean. 
Scrub your feet every day. 
Basically use a washcloth, 
soap, and water and be sure 
to get between your toes 
and dry your feet well be- 
fore putting on your socks 
and shoes. If your shoes or 


sneakers are washable, toss 
them into the washer. 

2. Have a soak. If soap 
and water just aren’t suf- 
ficient enough, try soaking 
your feet once a week for up 
to 20 minutes. Experts rec- 
ommend a solution of warm 
water and either vinegar or 
Epsom salt. 

3. Keep dry. The bacteria 
that make their residence 
on your feet and in your 
footwear flourish in moist 
places. So if you keep your 
feet dry, bacteria won’t feel 
welcome there. 

Try these tips: 

° Change your socks 
if they get wet or sweaty. 

. Wear socks and 
shoes that let your feet 
breathe. Use athletic socks 
with moisture-wicking tech-

nology. As for footwear, 
mesh athletic shoes or real 
leather are your best bets. 
Avoid shoes made of syn- 
thetic materials. 

° Use powder or 
cornstarch in your shoes. 
Some foot-odor powders are 
deodorants; others absorb 
sweat. 

4. Air them out. This 
applies to both your shoes 
and your feet. Spend time 
barefoot to let your feet air 
out. Alternate which shoes 
you wear so that they have 
a chance to dry completely 
between uses. | 

5. Use disinfectant. Spray 
a general household disin- 
fectant in your shoes and on 
the insoles and then let them 
dry. It might also help to let 
them dry in the sun. 


As previously men- 
tioned, foot odor is rarely 
a sign of a health problem, 
but sometimes it can be trig- 
gered by an infection. Visit 
your healthcare provider if 
you see any signs of infec- 
tion or if the smell does not 
improve. Additionally, if 
your feet are also extraor- 
dinarily sweaty, it may be 
a condition called plantar 
hyperhidrosis. This foot 
sweating may be so exces- 
sive that it can interfere with 
daily activities. Testing 
can be done to determine 
if you have this condition 
and how severe the problem 
may be. If you or a family 
member has hyperhidrosis, 
a doctor may recommend 
a prescription antiperspi- 
rant, prescription cream, or

nerve-blocking medication 
to decrease the sweating. If 
those options don’t prove to 
be successful, Botox injec- 
tions may be of some ben- 


efit. Keep in mind that even 


if you have a medical con- 
dition that leaves you prone 
to foot odor, taking steps to 
keep your feet clean and dry 
will help with the smell.

and likely face Republican 
incumbent Jerry McDermott 
of Westwood. Jerry McDer- 
mott was appointed to fill 
the sheriff’s seat formerly 
held by Quincy Democrat 
Michael Bellotti in Decem- 
ber 2018 until the 2020 elec- 
tion. The winner of the race 
for sheriff this fall would 
serve until 2022 and then 
be eligible to run for a full 
~six-year term that year. The 
sheriff’s current annual sal- 
ary is $151,200. 

The field of candidates 
for county Register of Pro- 
bate could also draw some 
other local Democrats. 

School Committee mem- 
ber Kathryn Hubley told the 
Sun she is considering a run 
for register of probate. Hub- 
ley topped the school com- 
mittee field last fall winning 
her third four-year term on 
the school board. 

Former Ward 4 Council- 
lor and City Council Presi- 
dent Jay Davis — a Quincy 
attorney — is also thinking 
about running for register of 
probate, according to politi- 
cal observers. Davis could 
not be reached for comment. 

There is already a sec- 
ond announced Democratic 
candidate for register of 
probate. Colleen Brierley, 
an attorney from Norwood, 
has sent out letters to Demo- 
cratic activists in the county 
announcing her candidacy. 

The winner of the Demo- 
cratic primary for register of 
Pprobate would advance to 
the final election Nov. 3 to 
square off against. the Re- 
publican nominee. The Nov. 
3rd winner would be elected 
to a six-year term. The sal- 
ary for register of probate 
is currently $155,500 annu- 
ally. 

DiBona told The Sun 
if he is elected Register of 
Probate he would serve the

remainder of his current city 
council term which expires 
at the end of 2021. DiBona 
was re-elected last fall top- 
ping the field of candidates 
for councillor at-large. 

The race for Norfolk 
County treasurer could also 
attract at least one local 
Democrat. Ward 2 Council- 
lor Brad Croall is rumored 
to be considering a run for 
county treasurer. Croall, a 
former city council presi- 
dent, declined to comment 
on the speculation that he 
would be a Democratic con- 
tender for treasurer. 

The treasurer’s position 
is currently held by James 
Timilty, a Walpole Demo- 
crat and former state sena- 
tor. Timilty was appointed 
county treasurer by Norfolk 
County commissioners in 
May 2017 and retained the 
post after winning a special 
election in 2018. Timility 
succeeded Joseph Connolly 
of Weymouth who resigned 
after serving 14 years. The 
winner of the county trea- 
surer’s race this fall will 
be elected to a full six-year 
term. ‘The annual salary is 
$135,000. 

Two of the three Norfolk 
County commissioners are 
seeking re-election. Joseph 
Shea, former city clerk and

a Quincy Democrat, is seek- 
ing re-election to a four-year 
term. Commission Chair- 
man Francis O’Brien, a 
Dedham Democrat, is also 
seeking re-election. 

The annual salary for 
county commissioner _ is 
$40,000. 

Nomination papers for 
county office will be avail- 
able in February. A candi- 
date must collect at least 
1 000 signatures from voters 
from their own party and/or 
unenrolled in the county to 
appear on the primary bal- 
lot. 

Quincy Democrats have 
fared fairly well in county 
races in recent years. Win- 
ners include Michael Bel- 
lotti (sheriff), Tim Cahill 
(county treasurer), Michael 
Morrissey (district attorney) 
and John Gillis and Joseph 
Shea (both county com- 
missioner). However, some 
Quincy Democrats have lost 
bids for county seats includ- 
ing current Mayor Thomas 
Koch who came up short 
running for county treasurer 
in 2002. 

Koch, a former Democrat 
who is now an unenrolled 
voter, said he would pub- 
licly support some Quincy 
Democrats who are vying 


for county seats this election

cycle. They include Patrick 
McDermott, Noel DiBona 
and Joseph Shea who have 
announced campaigns for 
county sheriff, register of 
probate and county commis- 
sioner respectively. 

In the sheriff’s race, 
Koch told the Sun that he 
committed to Patrick Mc- 
Dermott more than a year 
ago when he asked for his 
support. “Pat was on the 
City Council in Quincy. I’ve 
had a relationship with Pat. I 
never thought there could be 
another Quincy candidate in 
the mix (for sheriff) at that 
point. . 

“T’m a man of my word. 
I committed to Pat, so ’'m 
with Pat in the sheriff’s race. 
I told that to Bill (Phelan) 
and he understood,” Koch 
added. 

The mayor said he will 
be backing DiBona in the 
race for register of probate. 
“Noel approached me to ask 
me for my support and I told 
him I would be supportive,” 
Koch said. 

Asked how he may get 
involved in the campaigns, 
the mayor said “I may host 
some fundraisers. In my 
view, they are going to get 
what they are going to get 
out of Quincy. I am no help 
to them in other towns in the

county. We’ll see what hap- 
pens.” 

Asked how difficult it is 
to run county-wide, Koch 
said: “Certainly Pat McDer- 
mott has a good understand- 
ing because he’s been sitting 
in acounty seat. I tell you it’s 
a whole different ball game 
(seeking a county seat). It’s 
huge. It’s 28 towns includ- 
ing the City of Quincy. 

“There is a lot of work 
to do and it’s not something 
you can knock doors on.

The site at 954 Hancock 
St. contains 3.76: acres of 
land, according to the city’s 
online property records. It is 
located adjacent to Veterans’ 
Memorial Stadium, though 
the two sites are at different 
elevations. 

Koch, in a recent inter- 
view, responded “absolute-- 
ly” when asked if he was 
interested in acquiring the 
parcel on Hancock Street 
and said he envisions a field 
house being built on site. He 
suggested the city could tap 
into hotel:tax‘'réceipts -and 
funding! sfrom. the: Commu 
nity Preservation Act to pay 
for such a project; the city 
could also partner with the 
Boston Cannons, the Major 
League Lacrosse team that 
calls -Veterans’ Memorial 
Stadium home, 

“Everything costs mon- 
ey, we would have to look at 
the whole financial picture 
with it, but we’ve got some 
dedicated revenue sources 


with the hotel tax and the 
CPA that could help us. I 
would think that a possibil- 
ity of a field house that’s 
owned by the city that could 
serve our sport commu- 
nity — our high schools, our 
middle schools and some of 
the sporting communities,” 
Koch answered when asked 
if he had plans for the land 
on Hancock Street. 

“There are long win- 
ters around here. It would 
be pretty cool to have that 
available to our local sports 
programs and kids; perhaps 
the Cannons participate in 
it financially because it may 
make sense for them. Who 
knows? There are some op- 
tions there.” 

The field house, he ex- 
plained, would have “a ver- 
satile type setup that differ- 
ent sports could go in and 
use.” Such uses could in- 
clude soccer games or base- 
ball ‘practice, for example. 
In addition; the site could 
have room for parking for 


both the field house and the 
stadium next door. 

Koch has already told the 
MBTA he is interested in the 
land. 

“The T owns that, and I 
have informed them I have 
an interest in that site before 
they go too far,” he said. “If 
they do move, I want them 
to know right up front I have 
an interest in ‘that site for 
city of Quincy use.” 

Typically, Koch said, 
state officials give munici- 
palities the first opportunity 
to acquire land when it be- 
comes available. 

“It’s kind of an unwrit- 


ten rule,” the mayor said. 


“I wanted them to know up 
front.” 

Koch said it is important 
for members of the public to 
attend the Jan. 29 meeting to 
hear more details about the 
proposal to move the bus 
depot to the former Lowe’s, 
and it is also important for 
the MBTA to listen to resi- 


dents that night. 

“Obviously, I want the 
public to have a meeting and 
some have input and listen 
to the T’s proposal,” he said. 
“At the end of the day, the 
MBTA has eminent domain 
authority, so we don’t have 
to say yes or no — they can 
do what they want to do.” 

Koch said he understands 
why the MBTA would want 
to move its bus facility to 
the site on Burgin Parkway. 

“We are a major district 
within the MBTA author- 
ity. Obviously, we have four 
Red Line stations. We have 
a commuter rail station. We 
have a lot of bus routes in 
Quincy and we are the fo- 
cal point for some of the bus 
routes that go to Hull and 
Randolph and Ashmont and 
Dorchester. A lot of people 
in Quincy get served by 
these buses,” Koch said. 

“It makes sense for us 
that the T has the appropri- 
ate facilities to maintain

what they need to maintain 
and obviously the old bus 
barn on Hancock Street is 
not adequate to do what they 
need to do. The buses that 
are coming down the road 
that are far more energy ef- 
ficient and environmentally 
friendly are bigger. They 
won’t fit in those barns any- 
more on Hancock Street — I 
think that’s a lousy place for 
it anyway. 

_ “T think a place like off 
of Burgin Parkway — a four- 
lane roadway right across 
from a T station — I don’t 
think it’s a bad choice. Ob- 
viously, I’m not excited 
about giving up that kind 
of tax revenue, because the 
state doesn’t pay taxes on 
these facilities, but I can see 
from their perspective why 
it makes sense.” 

The parcel at 599 Bur- 
gin Parkway includes 12.81 
acres of land in a planned- 
zoning 
district, which makes the 


City Council the special per- 
mit granting authority for 
the land, though the MBTA, 
as a state agency, would not 
need local approval for its 
plan. - 

Amazon, the online re- 
tailer, has reportedly ex- 
pressed interest in using the 
site for a potential distribu- 
tion center. Koch said he 
will be-meeting with a rep- 
resentative from Amazon in 
the coming weeks, though it 
is unclear if the company is 
looking at the Burgin Park- 
way site or another property 
in the city. 

“T've got an attorney 
coming in on my sched- 
ule representing Amazon 
to come to see me. I don’t 
know if it is for that site or 
something else, but I’ve 
heard they are interested in 


. that site,” the mayor said. 


“That doesn’t move me,” 
Koch added, referring to the 
possibility of the site being 
used as a distribution center.

Women Anxious About Money 
Should Make These 4 Resolutions 


Women more than men 
doubt their abilities to make 
financial decisions, and as a 
result women often let their 
husbands, partners, or sig- 
nificant others handle plan- 
ning for retirement or in- 
vesting in the stock market, 
studies show. 

But 2020 is as good a 
- time as any to change that, 
says Jeanette Bajalia, a 
retirement-income - planner, 
founder of Woman’s Worth 
(www.womans-worth.com), 
and the author of such fi- 
nancial books as “Wise Up, 
Women and _ Retirement 
Done Right.” 

“Most women are going 
to be responsible for man- 
aging their money at some 
time in their lives,” Bajalia 
says. “They will be wid- 
owed or divorced, and at 
that point are going to have 
a steep learning curve if they 
always left the investing re- 
sponsibilities to others.” 

To help give themselves a 
more secure financial future, 
Bajalia suggests women re- 


solve in the coming year to: 

* Become financially lit- 
erate. “I’ve seen too many 
women suffer because of 
ill-informed decisions about 
their money,” Bajalia says. 
“Many women, especially 
baby boomers, were never 
taught as young girls to 
assume financial manage- 
ment responsibilities.” To 
become a good steward of 
your money, she says, it’s 
important to understand 
various savings strategies 
and options, and the risks 
and rewards associated with 
those strategies. So, learn 
about investing and learn 
how to read a financial state- 
ment.. “Studies have shown 
that people who become 
educated about their finan- 
cial strategies and play an 
active role in planning and 
monitoring their assets end 
up twice as wealthy as those 
who don’t,” she says. 

¢ Schedule a financial 
checkup. It’s important to 
develop a financial plan that 
will provide you income ‘in 


retirement, but don’t just 
shove the plan into a draw- 
er, Bajalia says. Situations 
change, and you may need 
to accelerate savings, reduce 
risks, or tweak your plan in 
some other fashion. Meeting 
with your financial profes- 
sional for an annual “finan- 
cial physical” will provide 
an in-depth assessment of 
where you are against where 
you want to be, she says. 

¢ Create or update a 
legacy plan. Nearly 60 per- 
cent of Americans are miss- 
ing critical legacy and estate 
planning documents, such as 
a will, a trust, a living will; 
or power-of-attorney docu- 
ments, Bajalia says. “Wom- 
en need to remember that 
‘estate’ is not synonymous 
with wealth,” she says. “Far 
too often, we don’t feel like 
we need an estate plan be- 
cause we don’t have a lot of 
money. But lack of a legacy 
plan can create a burden on 
those we leave behind. For 
most women, their greatest 
desire is to leave a legacy 


and to not be a burden on 
their children or other fam- 
ily members.” 


* Get healthy and stay 


healthy. What does this 
have to do with your financ- 
es? A lot, Bajalia says. The 
longer you live, the more 
likely you’ll face debilitat- 
ing illnesses, and those ill- 
nesses come with big medi- 
cal expenses that can drain 
your savings. “We want 
to ensure that in our 50s 
and 60s we start really tak- 
ing care of both our physi- 
cal and emotional health, 
so it doesn’t have such a 
devastating impact on our 
wealth,” she says. 

“Sadly, most Americans 
spend more time planning 
a two-week vacation than 
they do planning their finan- 
cial futures,” Bajalia says. 
“Women who want a quality 
lifestyle in retirement, need 
to put themselves in control 
of their own financial desti- 
nies, and the sooner the bet- 
ter.” 


‘Wildly Exciting: Quincy Homestead And The 
Invention Of Preservation Architecture’ Topic 


Many know that the 
(Dorothy) Quincy Home- 
stead was designated a Na- 
tional Historic Landmark in 
2005 due to its unique archi- 
tecture, but few are familiar 
with the story of its early 
1904 restoration by historic 
architect Joseph Everett 
Chandler (1863-1945). 

Chandler became. nation- 
ally known for his réstora- 
tions of historic houses, 
often in collaboration with 
progressive women social 
reformers of his time, in- 
cluding the National Society 
of the Colonial Dames. of 
_America in the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts 


(NSCDA-MA). 

Chandler’s collaboration 
with the NSCDA-MA at 
Quincy led to one of the first 
American restorations that 
carefully preserved. both 
the history and architectural 
fabric of an historic house. 
At the Quincy Homestead, 
Chandler formulated some 
of the archaeological tech- 
niques he used in his sub- 
sequent restorations, which 
included the Paul Revere 
House and Old State House 
in Boston and the House of 
the Seven Gables in Salem. 
Chandler restored a hundred 
old houses, including’ three 
dozen which now function 


as museums. He also wrote 
the definitive text The Colo- 
nial House (1916). 

Hear about what Chan- 
dler found to be “wildly ex- 
citing” during his career and 
more about Chandler’s res- 
toration efforts and his in- 
fluence on the Homestead’s 
current architecture at a lec- 
ture next month.

Ask Rusty: When 
Should I Claim My 
Widow’s Benefit?

Dear Rusty: My husband passed away at the age of 52, 
and I was 53. I am currently 59. I’ve read about and been 
encouraged to file for widow’s benefits from Social Security 
when I turn 60. My question is: does doing that impact when 
I should file for my regular Social Security benefits? In read- 
ing on many websites regarding my question, this never is 
addressed on what is best. Signed: Widowed Survivor 

Dear Survivor: You have my sympathy for the loss of 
your husband at such a young age. I'll try to clarify your 
options for you. 

Provided you have not remarried you can claim your sur- 
vivor benefit at age 60, but if you do it will be reduced by 
28.5% from what it would be at your full retirement age 
(FRA) of 67. As long as you are explicit when claiming your 
survivor benefit that you are not also applying for your own 
Social Security benefit, there will be no negative impact 
to your eventual Social Security retirement benefit when 
you claim that. But, determining which benefit to take, and 
when, requires some thought. 

Your goal should be to get the highest benefit possible for 
the rest of your life. To help you decide how and when to 
file, you should first see what your survivor benefit will be 
at your full retirement age (100% of what your husband was 
entitled to at his death). If that amount is more than you are 
entitled to on your own at age 70 then you should consider 
waiting until age 67 (your FRA) to claim your widow’s ben- 
efit, so you can get that higher survivor benefit for the rest 
of your life. Conversely, if your own age 70 benefit will be 
more than your widow’s benefit at your FRA, then claiming 
your widow’s benefit first and allowing your own benefit to 
grow until age 70 when it reaches maximum would be the 
more prudent choice. You can get estimates of both your 
survivor benefit and your age 70 retirement benefit by con- 
tacting Social Security. But if claiming the survivor benefit 
at age 60 is what you decide, or if you were to instead claim 
your Social Security retirement benefits early (e.g., age 62) 
there’s more for you to consider. 

If you are collecting any Social Security benefits before 
you reach your full retirement age (FRA) and you are still 
working, you will be subject to Social Security’s “earnings 
limit” which restricts the amount you can earn before they 
take back some of your benefits (the earnings limit chang- 
es annually; for 2020 it is $18,240). Up until the year you 
reach your FRA, they will take back benefits equal to one 
half of any earnings you have over the limit. During the year 
you reach your FRA the limit increases by about 2.5 times 
and the penalty is less, and once you reach your FRA there 
is no longer a limit on your earnings. So, if you claim your 
survivor benefit at age 60 and are working, exceeding the 
earnings limit will result in you permanently losing some of 
your survivor benefits. If, instead, you claim your SS retire- 
ment benefit early (e.g., at age 62) you’ll still be subject’ to 
the earnings limit until you reach age 67, but at your FRA 
they will give you time credit for any months you didn’t get 
your retirement benefits and increase your benefit amount 
accordingly. 

The important point to remember is that you have a 
choice of which benefit to take, and evaluating your options 


as described above should lead you to the right answer - 


whether you should claim your reduced survivor benefit at 
age 60, or to delay until it reaches maximum at age 67.

There“is much work that 
remains before the Rev. Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr,’s 
dream of ending inequal- 
ity and injustice can be 
achieved, said Joseph Finn, 
the keynote speaker at Mon- 
day’s annual breakfast hon- 
oring the slain civil rights 
leader. 

A _ standing-room-only

breakfast Monday morning 
inside the cafeteria at Quin- 
cy High School. 

Finn, the president and

King prefer we use? Would 
he prefer a kind of nostal- 
gic memory recalling his 
achievements, acknowledg- 
ing his character and cel-

“Or, might he not prefer 
the dangerous memory of 
Dr. King who would remind 
‘us that we too...are in diffi- 
cult times and we are called.

“As of 2001, for African- 
American boys born in that 
time, one in three had a like- 
lihood of going to prison, 
compared to one in 17 of 
white boys,” he said.

American ones. 


“We live in a_  soci- 
ety where...the median 
white household wealth is 
$134,000 and the median 
African-American _house- 
hold is around $11,000,” he 
said. “This...difference - is 
due in great part to historic 
questions around building 
equity in housing.” 

African Americans ac- 


counted for 40 percent of all 
people experiencing home- 
lessness last’ year, despite 


comprising 13 percent of 


the country’s overall popu- 
lation, Finn said, citing data 
from the U.S. Department 
of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment. 

“African Americans

I’m in love with the stylish and trendy wet room. Can 
I convert a small upstairs bathroom on a timber floor to 
this design? Larry 

For those of you not familiar with the term, a wet room 
is a waterproof bathroom tiled floor to ceiling with good 
ventilation and a graded floor for proper draining. 

From minimalist to whimsical or extravagant, wet rooms 
are typically open floor plans with no shower pans (i.., 
base), curtains, or screens (ie., glass or plexiglass walls). 
Some contain a bathtub while others just a shower. Yet larg- 
er rooms may have partial screens or even two floor to ceil- 
ing screens flanking the bathtub to protect the toilet and sink 
areas from excess water. . 

These fashionable, often spa-like rooms come in many 
sizes, shapes, and forms and work well for those with lim- 
ited mobility like the elderly and physically challenged. Not 
only do they look luxurious, they are so simple to clean and 
maintain, too. 

A wet room is a great way to make the most of a . small 
bathroom making it appear larger than it really is — espe- 
cially if you choose a monochromatic color scheme. 

Depending on the size of the room and your remodeling 
budget, you can vary the shape of the wet area (try placing it 
in a corner or inside a custom circular screen), add a bench, 
choose bold or contrasting tiles, include a window or heated 
flooring (which will help with drying out the space after 
use), and/or install multiple shower heads, colored lights, 
and sound systems. You can even add a few floor plants to 
your room. 

Originally, wet rooms were only installed on first floors 
with a concrete floor but now can be worked into upstairs

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On Friday, Jan. 10, at approximately 4:30 p.m., Officer 
Foley and his K9 partner were on routine patrol when he 
observed a male known to him from past crimes and drug 
activity drive by him at the intersection of Water Street and 
Franklin Street.

The officer focused on this male because on that night, 
the male was seen leaving the Quincy emergency room after 
he and another male had dragged an unconscious female 
into the ER. Once inside the ER, the two males left her on 
the floor and fled. (The female was suffering from an opioid 
overdose.) 

A short time later Detective Dabilis spotted the suspect 
vehicle ori Quarry Street and when he attempted to pull 
it over, the male refused to stop and sped off on route 93 
north. Officer Foley knew that a warrant had been applied 
for against the male for failing to stop for a police officer 
and also knew his license was suspended. After checking 
with Communications, it was determined the male’s license 
was still suspended but there were no outstanding warrants. 

Officer Foley then requested back-up as he followed the 
suspect vehicle to a driveway on Buckley Street. The of- 
ficer activated his blue lights and siren, then approached the 
vehicle and placed the driver under arrest for operating af- 
ter license suspension. The registered owner of the vehicle 
was seated in the front passenger seat and was advised not 
to move. Seconds later Officer Paccioretti arrived on scene 
and stood by while Officer Foley made sure the male under 
arrest had no weapons on him prior to being placed into a 
police vehicle for transport. 

After being advised of his Miranda rights, the male said 
-he understood. When asked why he failed to stop for police 
the night of Jan. 1st, the male responded, “That wasn’t me - 
that was someone else.” 

Detective Bossart arrived on scene and began speaking 
with the male while Officer Foley interviewed the passen- 
ger. She said she was not aware the male didn’t have a li- 
cense and had been involved in a past failure to stop incident

ROBOCALL UPDATE 

The FTC recently took action against robocall scammers 
asking victims to take a phone survey with the promise of 
two free tickets to go on a cruise. For most, it makes no 
sense! 

The call was a robocall and the tickets are not going to 
be free if they even exist. The FTC charged these scammers 
for making millions of illegal robocalls and dialed numbers 
that were on the National Do Not Call Registry. The callers 
also faked caller ID information so it appeared that their call 
was coming from a local number. 

After the victim took the phone survey, they were trans- 
ferred to a live telemarketer who tried to get them to pay 
for cruise extensions, upgrades, plus $59 in associated port 
taxes and fees for each person on the cruise. The law states 
that Robocalls trying to sell you something are illegal unless 
a company. has your written permission to call. 

So, simply stated, any Robocall you get is going to be 
illegal. (Why would anyone give these scammers written 
permission!)

° Hang up. Don’t press any sietahers, The recording: 
might say that pressing a number will let you speak to a live 
operator or remove you from their call list, but it might lead 
to more robocalls, instead. > 

° Report it to the FTC at donotcall.gov. The FTC 
takes the phone numbers you report and releases them to 
the public each business day. This helps phone carriers and 
other partners that are working on call-blocking solutions. 
Your reports also help law enforcement identify the people 
behind the illegal calls. 

To get fewer illegal robocalls, look into call-blocking so- 
lutions.

Whale Oil Lamp --- Many 
18th-century lamps used 
oil to get light. If whale 
oil was not available, the 
lamps could use olive oil. 
The oil was kept in a res- 
ervoir, usually metal, that 
had three or four burners 
with wicks. Several were 
needed to get enough light. 
A ‘group of these lamps 
also had reflectors on a 
pole, usually shaped like 
a moth with spread wings. 
The pole held the needed 
tools, wick cutters, wick 
picks and -snuffing caps, 
and could raise and lower 
the reflector to direct the 
light. Many were made of 
brass to withstand heat, 
and silver was added for 
decoration where it would 
not melt. This late-19th- 
century silver-plated lamp 
that burned fat has it all -- a 
silver-plated reflector brass 
pole, tools, moth reflector 
anda finial. —

“He is not independent 
as yet,” she continued. “He 
will be having a second neck 
surgery in the near future. 
They are closely monitoring 
his vertebral artery that was 
dissected during the trauma 
and based on the stability of 
it, an additional surgery will 
follow to better stabilize his 
neck. 

“We have everything to 
be, grateful for and I attri- 
bute it to the surgical/medi- 
cal care and God answer- 
ing our prayers, without a 
doubt.” 

News of Connor’s in- 
jury quickly spread across 
the close-knit North Quincy 
High School community 
and beyond thanks in part 
to social media. Expressions 
of support have come from 
professional hockey play- 
ers including Boston Bruin 
Charlie Coyle, a Weymouth 
native, who reached out via 
Twitter. Connor’s aunt and 
Dawn’s sister, Anne, set 
up an online fund to help 
with the young man’s medi- 
cal expenses.
